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FOREWORD 


HE many fine pieces here offered for sale are part only of Mr. 

Fuessenich’s notable and rare collection of American antiques at 
Toll-Gate Hill Tavern, his charming old Colonial residence near Tor- 
rington, Conn. 

Mr. Fuessenich has collected extensively for a number of years, and 
his collection of 17th and early 18th century Colonial furniture is one 
of the finest in the country. The amount of housing room at his dis- 
posal, however, obliges him to retain only representative pieces of each 
class and dispose of the remainder by auction. 

Quite a number of the pieces were secured from noted collections, 
and several are illustrated and commented upon in reference works, 
such as Wallace Nutting’s “Furmiture of the Pilgrim Century”. The 
collection is especially rich in examples of the early Colonial period, 
and includes among others a very fine walnut scrutoire or desk with 
turned stretcher base, a moulded panel Connecticut chest with one 
drawer, a rare small gateleg table in oak and applewood, Carver chairs 
and a group of diverse mushroom and Spanish-foot chairs, rare minia- 
ture long-case clocks, a very fine child’s pine desk and wing chair, and 
a group of most interesting early type candlestands. The later periods 
are well represented by handsome pieces in mahogany and maple. 

Many of the pieces remain in the condition 1) which they were dis- 
covered, others were found to require cleaning, and in some cases, re- 
pairing. In describing the pieces, an endeavor has been made to men- 
tion any defects or repairs that are not apparent.

AMERICAN, ABOUT 1700 
A blanket or linen chest with a drawer in the lower part. Arched 
mouldings on the front give an appearance of three drawers. Has 
cut-out sides and retains the old red paint.

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HEAVY PINE AND MAPLE STRETCHER TABLE 
AMERICAN, 1690-1700 
The large vase turnings of the legs would place this table among 
the early types of tavern or stretcher table.

‘Top of blond mahogany inlaid with ebonized 
lines and fitted with two drawers. On shaped end supports with 
outcurved brass-cupped legs. Short drop leaves at either end 
are supported by pivoted brackets. Width, 40 inches 


LATE 17TH CENTURY OAK HIGHBOY WITH 
SCROLLED BASE 

Constructed entirely of quartered oak and faced with half round 
mouldings around the drawers. ‘The stand for the chest is in 
the form of five bold scrolls braced with curved stretchers. Ball 
feet. and panelled sides.

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RARE CARVER ARMCHAIR AMERICAN, 17TH CENTURY

In the back are three vertical and three horizontal spindles; the 
posts show ring turnings at intervals and are capped by baluster 
pattern finials and have spindle bracing under the seat. One 
or two of the back spindles are restored. Very rare. 


RARE SMALL CARVER ARMCHAIR 

AMERICAN, 17TH CENTURY 
Three vertical and three horizontal turned spindles of baluster 
type and triple ball finials caps the ring-turned back posts. 
Panelled seat. Painted red. Very rare. 


PAIR OF SMALL SIDE CHAIRS OF CARVER TYPE 

AMERICAN, 17TH CENTURY 
A few repairs have been made to these very rare small Carvers.

Has pad-footed, tapered front legs. Vase-splatted open back, 
with curved crest rail and turned posts. Original splint seat.
